These arc the main things which 
will happen, but there are others. 
For instance, a large part of the i 
city’s food supply might 
be 
de­ 
stroyed or cut off. The water sup­ 
ply might be knocked out. Regular! 
communications might stop entire­ 
ly. Much of the. transportation sys­ 
tem certainly would 
stop. 
Thou­ 
sands of survivors would suddenly 
find themselves homeless, without 
food, clothing, shelter, or money 
What could happen without civil 
defense? 
Ask the Japanese—anyone of 
the few survivors at Hiroshima 
or Nagasaki. They had almost no 
civil defense ac we know it now. 
When atomic bombs hit t h e i r 
cities, the population was 
almost 
completely unprepared. Result: the 
{Hoople panicked wildly. Many thou­ 
sands were 
needlessly 
killed 
or 
hurt, families were scattered, and 
property was lost or badly d a m ­ 
aged. 
Thousands 
were 
left 
homeless 
with no one to care for them. The 
wounded and helpless, who might 
have lived, died 
because 
proper 
civil defense was not organized to 
save them. 
But there was something of even 
greater 
importance 
to 
a 
nation 
which was fighting for its life. The 
fact that there was no civil defense 
meant that the factories left stand­ 
ing after the atomic blast could not 
operate. 
Without civil defense a nation is 
helpless. With it, people and pro­ 
duction centers can get up 
a n d 
fight back. Casualties can he cut 
at least in half. Our nation can live 
again and fight back to win! 
Civil defense is self defense for 
you and for our country. 
(This next article will discuss 
what arc the biggest civil defense 
problems. )

Louis Francis Budenz, who repu­ 
diated Communism 
in 1945 after 
having served IO years in the high­ 
est councils of the American Com­ 
munist party, cam e to Searcy last 
week to address the final session of 
our lith Harding College Freedom 
Forum. 
As most Americans know, 
he 
was our government's most im­ 
portant witness in the successful 
prosecution of the ll Communist 
leaders charged with advocating 
and teaching the overthrow of the 
United States of A m e r i c a by 
Budenz, now a professor at Ford- 
iham university, was a d ram atic 
figure at our final forum session. 
In attend; nee, besides the 147 F o r­ 
um conferees from 28 states, was 
the entire H arding college student 
body, the students of our Harding 
Academy (high school), our facul­ 
ty, 
and 
some 
200 
guests 
from 
throughout the area who were at­ 
tracted by the colorful past of this 
man who for IO years was man- 
againg editor of Joseph Stalin s 
American mouthpiece, The Daily 
Worker. While he was on our c a m ­ 
pus, and a guest in my home, I 
had an opportunity 
to talk inti­ 
mately with him and to learn some 
stunning facts—facts that have not 
been reverted publicly in the un­ 
masking of the hidden Communist 
traitors in our midst. 


IN INTRODUCING Budenz to the 
forum audience, I said that the test 
of his sincerity and 
new-born in­ 
tegrity had been met, so far as I 
was concerned, in two ways: (I) he 
had had the courage and the p a­ 
triotism to give the most dam aging 
evidence against the top ll Com­ 
munist leaders and help send them 
to jail; and (2) not a single fact of 
his unending testimony before con­ 
gressional committees, grand ju r­ 
ies and trial juries had been prov­ 
ed false.

Between the ages of 2 and 5, a 
child’s imagination is 
especially 
active. He's not hampered then by 
so many realities except when his 
wild yarns and make-believe

questioned by older children

Ifs wonderful when the fanci­ 
ful creations that come from his 
little head are appreciated and 
enjoyed by older persons. What

“I haven’t heard any more about 
the house but yesterday I burned 
some papers in the yard. He was 
out playing and later when he cam e 
in he had a sad ’ook and 
said, 
‘Mommy, I’m afraid of fires.’ We 


tried to explain to him that 
fire 
wouldn't hurt him if he didn’t touch 
it; that Daddy works around big 
boilers which 
have

fires 
in 
them and that all the

are 
careful and don’t get hurt or burn­ 
ed. I don't know yet how effective 
my explanation to him was. 
“ Last night before I put the chil­ 
dren to bed. I went across

I street and he asked me if I would 
look up on the roof and see if any­ 
thing was there. Now' 
he 
keeps 
asking me to «deep with him. I tell 
him no, that I have my own bcd 
and that children should 
s l e e p 
alone. 
“I asked him why 
he 
wants 
Mother to sleep with him and he 
says he is afraid. When I say, 
‘afraid of what?’ he says some 
big 
thing, 
but 
doesn’t 
know 
what.” 
Personally, I replied in part: It’s j 
wonderful you parents are explain­ 
ing to that little boy the things he j 
fears. Do go on in this kind, patient 
way. Guard your casual remarks. 
Protect him from fearful stories 
read to him, heard or seen on the 
radio or TV set. Guard against un-j 
due fatigue and excitem ent. Help, 
him to feel he is loved as much as 
his sister. See that she does not j 
m ess up his toys. Let him go to 
bed later than she does.

French Diplomat 
To Head Agency 
Within UN 


UNITED NATIONS, N. Y., Oct. 
• 31— A French career diplomat with 
a brilliant record and a flair for 
languages has been appointed as­ 
sistant secretary-general for the 
Department of Social Affairs of the 
United Nations. 
He is Guillaume Georges-Picot, 
who until his appointment to the 
UN was his country’s am bassador 
to Argentina. 
Georges-Picot suc­ 
ceeds Henri 
Laugier, well-known 
French scientist who resigned his 
4 post last April, after serving since 
1946. 
The new assistant secretary-gen­ 
eral was born at Etretat, France, 
in 1898 and is a graduate of the 
Ecole des Sciences P o I i 1 1 q u e s 
(Public Finance Section) and of the 
Faculte de Droit, Paris. 
He served as an officer in the 
French Army during World War I 
and began his diplomatic career in 
1923. Georges-Picot has served in 
* various posts in the French Min­ 
istry of Foreign Affairs and in oth­ 
er parts of Europe, Asia, Africa 
and America. 
The 53 year-old diplomat served 
as French am bassador to Venezu­ 
ela in 1946. and in November 
1948 
was appointed am bassador to Ar­ 
gentina, a post which he has held 
up to the present. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 31—Farm ers are 
again facing a tight fertilizer sup­ 
ply situation for the coming year. 
The Middle West Soil Improve­ 
ment Committee claims that ‘the 
record-breaking demand for foods 
and fibers to meet defense, civilian 
and f o r e i g n * aid requirements 
means that more fertilizer will be 
needed to produce higher c r o p 
yields per acre. 
“ But shortages of vital raw’ m a­ 
terials used in fertilizer are already 
evident. This is particularly true of 
superphosphate, beceuse of t h e 
.serious shortage of sulfur. It is es­ 
tim ated that this year’s demand 
for sulfur for defense purposes, in­ 
dustrial and agricultural use will 
exceed the supply by at least one 
million tons.” 
The committee lists these sug­ 
gestions by Michigan State College

farm ers 
meet this situation: 
(1) Have a soil test made now to 
find out what plant nutrients it 
needs. 
(2) Order your fertilizer immedi­ 
ately. 
(3) Take delivery as soon as 
possible before the winter rush.

!*alL ’- , j v V the grades and amounts you want 
But if you delay too long, it may 
be too late to get plant food sup­ 
plies when you need them most.’

To Rats Costly 
To Farmers 


COLUMBUS, Oct. 31—“ Stop pay­ 
ing homage to the rat.” 
Ohio farm ers today were chal 
lenged by W. D. Fitzwater, rat con- 
troy specialist of the United States 
Fish and Wildlife Service, cooper­ 
ating with the Agricultural Exten­ 
sion Service, Ohio State university. 
“ Rats and mice have been a 
part of the Ohio farm scene for 
longer than any of us can re­ 
member. Our grandfathers and 
our fathers have s t r u g g l e d 
against them. Rut there is no real 
reason why we should continue to 
pay this annual homage to the 
rat,” Fitzwater said. 
He called warfarin “ a new ap­ 
proach to rat control.” It is a slow 
poison that takes from three to sev­ 
en days to kill rats and somewhat 
longer to kill mice. This slowness 
is the chief reason for its effective­ 
ness. 
Animals do not display the vio­ 
lent symptoms that accompany the 
use of most poisons. Other rats in 
the colony do not know that any­ 
thing unusual is happening. War­ 
farin is tasteless and odorless.

ter Churchill, in taking over from 
the Laborite “ poor m a n ’s” govern 
ment, has cut government spending 
by approximately $75,000 yearly in 
Britain.

IRO Suggests 
Way To Solve 
Europe Problem 


GENEVA, 
Oct. 
31 — Europe’* 
“ surplus” population of approxi­ 
mately five million can be lifted in 
about ten years, the International 
Refugee Organization 
(IRO) 
re ­ 
ports here. 
In a booklet entitled “ Migration 
from Europe” IRO suggests that 
Australia. New’ Zealand, 
Canada, 
Latin America and USA could ab­ 
sorb at least 536,000 im m igrants 
annually. 
The report points out that all ef­ 
forts to solve the “ surplus” popu­ 
lation problems have failed 
be­ 
cause of lack of technique and m a ­ 
chinery for the organized selection 
and transport of migrants. 
The publication states that the 
International Refugee Organization 
has developed the necessary tech­ 
nique and machinery and that op­ 
erations on behalf of m i g r a n t s 
would cost even less than for dis­ 
placed persons. 
According to the 
IRO publica­ 
tion. the key for .success for a mi­ 
gration agency 
is 
the flexibility 
that comes from simultaneous op­ 
eration on both sides.

Britain’s new foreign secretary, 
Anthony Eden, the former “ White 
Knight of Geneva.” has jumped 
into his old office with character 
istle speed and vigor. 
One of his first acts on the heels 
cif retiring Laborite Foreign Secre­ 
tary Herbert Morrison was to call 
home the British am bassador 
to 
Iran, Sir Francis Shepherd, for a 
complete review. 
This problem, the Anglo-Iran- 
fan oil dispute, was given prior­ 
ity by Eden because it is one 
root of Britain’s grave economic 
crisis—whether the country 
is 
ruled by Laborites or Conserve 
lives. 
B ritain’s dollar reserves are eb­ 
bing at a greater rate than ever 
because she is forced to buy in the 
dollar m arket the oil she once got 
in the ‘‘sterling area.” Lran. 
The Anglo-Iranian Oil Co., most­ 
ly owned by the British 
govern­ 
ment. and nationalized by 
Iran, 
was B ritain’s greatest money-mak­ 
er overseas. Britain was having a 
difficult time enough before that 
source of revenue was dried up by 
the Iranian nationalists.

sell to Britain at a discount and the 
latter would distribute the oil be­ 
cause it has marketing facilities, 
tankers and customer- built into a 
sound organization through the de­ 
cades. 


DE PET Y PRIM E Minister Eden, 
and his boss, Prim e Minister Win­ 
ston Churchill, both have pledged 
close cooperation with the United 
States. 
Churchill, who wants more Am­ 
erican responsibility in the explo­ 
sive Middle East, actually was get­ 
ting it before he was elected. 
For the United States itself had 
been working with Iranian Prem ier 
Mohammed Mossadegh in an ef­ 
fort to solve the critical oil dispute. 
The U. S. has a compromise plan 
whereby Britain w*ould not be froz­ 
en out completely from Iran ’s huge 
oil pool. 
A week ago Mossadegh lunch­ 
ed with President Trum an; last 
Wednesday the Iranian leader 
talked lengthily with Secretary of 
State Acheson and Acheson’s as­ 
sistant, George C. McGhee. 
And on the day Britons went to 
the polls to give Churchill’s Con­ 
servative Party a v i c t o r y over 
Clement Attlee’s Laborites, Mossa 
degh was a visitor to McGhee's 
Virginia farm . 
Some indication that the U. S. 
m ight gain some success in its me­ 
diation is the fact that an Iranian 
oil nationalization expert, Kazem 
Hassibi, arrived in Washington last 
Saturday to join in the Iraman- 
A m erican talks. 


Both sides wmld earn profits, 
although Britain naturally would 
i not get the .big slice previously 
earned from Iranian oil. 
The Iranian premier, publicly at 
least, has been adamant in saying 
he would not air v Britain to take 
any role in the oil industry. His 
idea is that he will talk with Brit­ 
ain only on the amount of compen­ 
sation and what par* of Iranian oil 
Iran will sell to the British for 
British needs. 
Yet Iran is known to be acutely 
in need of money since the oil roy­ 
alties it obtained from Britain were 
the main support of the Iranian 
economy. And Iran has not sold 
any oil since she forced the Attlee 
regime to retreat from Abadan. 
The longer the delay in settling 
the Anglo Iranian dispute the great­ 
er is the danger because of possible 
Russian infiltration. In fact, Aus- 
tralian Ambassador P. C. Spender 
in a New' York speech expressed 
belief that the Middle East — not 
Western Europe—is the most likely 
site of a Soviet attack.

In a report on the wool situation, 
the department predicts that world 
and domestic production will climb 
next year. Total U. S. wool output 
in 1951 is expected to be three per 
cent above the 1950 level, but 42 
per cent below the 1942 record. 
Total production is likely to be a 
little larger in 1952 because grow- 
j ors are continuing to b u i l d up 
t breeding herds. 
Dom estic growers probably will 
average somewhat higher than the 
66 9 cents per pound they netted 
in September. 
However, the department says 
1952 prices are not likely to reach 
1 the record levels of last Spring.

Crossbreeding 
Of Dairy Cows 
Is Given Test 


COLUMBUS, Oct. 31 — Cross 
6 breeding tests at Beltsville, Mary 
land, are to improve dairy cattle 
in areas where there is much in­ 
terest in milk production and lit­ 
tle interest in purebred animals. 
Such work challenges dairymen 
interested in pedigreed cattle. 
It 
depends upon proved sires, M. H 
Fohrman, head of dairy c a t t l e 
breeding, feeding and management 
at the agricultural research 
cen 
ter, believes. The research man 
* from the United States Department 
of Agriculture added that most 
proved sires are registered cattle. 
Fohrman said outbred c a t t l e 
I ways have been ahead of line 
brod animals and there is no rea­ 
son to believe crossbreeding is a 
downward path.” He emphasized, 
however, that improvement due to 
crossbreeding came 
in 
the 
first 
generation of two breed crosses. 
Of 54 two - breed crosses, 45 
% daughters produced more milk and 
butterfat than did their mothers. 
Difference in average production 
between 54 dams and their daugh­ 
ters was 2 868 pounds of milk. Dif­ 
ference in butterfat was 51 pounds. 
When the third breed was intro­ 
duced. however, only 24 daughters 
of 41 crosses were better than their 
mothers. Differences, more o v e r , 
were not significant. 
Production records of the animals 
%> were based on three milkings per 
day for 365 days. Breeds used in 
the tests were Jersey, Guernsey, 
Holstein and Red Dane.

Dairy Cattle 
Can Be Picked 
At Young Age 


COLUMBUS, Oct. 31 — Dairy­ 
men can select replacements for 
their herds when calves are three 
to five months of age if a study in 
the United States Department of 
Agriculture fulfills its promises. 
W. W. Swett, dairy husbandman 
in the bureau of dairy industry, be­ 
lieves that 
“ after years of re­ 
search, we have a promising basis 
for prejudging a calf by examining 
the glandular development in her 
udder w hen she is only four months 
old.” 
Swett says that calves that have 
an advanced development of m am ­ 
mary glands at four months can 
produce about 4,000 pounds more 
milk on the average than calves 
that do not have such good develop­ 
ment. When a calf is only three 
months old. she ha.? the beginnings 
of glands that make her a milk- 
producing cow later. 
To determine whether a calf has 
glandular development, the dairy­ 
man must feel through the skin of 
the calf udder. At two to three 
months of age, firm oval-shaped 
bodies, the beginnings of the udder 
quarters, have begun to form. At 
one month, these bodies w o u I d 
have been merely enlargements of 
slender tubes from teat to body 
wall. At four to six months, front 
and rear quarters have begun to 
grow together. 
Swett said such an examination 
with the hands may show that ap­ 
pearance of a calf's udder is mis­ 
leading. Sometimes, young heifers 
that have well formed udders, have 
fat deposits rather 
than 
devlop 
ment of glands that will produce 
milk. 
Demonstration is the only way to 
teach how to make the cxamina 
Hon. Swett said. He also caution­ 
ed that results are not conclusive 
At present, the udder examination 
is being tested in the field. Thirty 
eight states and several foreign 
countries are trying the method.

2. Anyone whose nubile activi­ 
ties show that he or she followed 
every twist and turn of the Com­ 
munist line as described in the Dai­ 
ly Worker; 
3. Anyone who since 1945 con 
tinued to show activity in Commun­ 
is or front organizations; 
4. Anyone who, at any time, be 
longed to or sponsored more than 
six Communist or front activities 
and who has not at any time in a 
public and forceful 
manner re­ 
nounced his or her associations, at­ 
tacked not only the organizations 
but the persons continuing in them, 
and so comported himself or her­ 
self that there can be no question 
as to sincerity. 
The fourth yardstick is mine and 
I count affiliation from the year 
1934 when the Harold Ware cell was 
organized in the United States. 
No one can effectively absolve a 
Communist except himself. It has 
recently become a business for cer­ 
tain anti-communists and even ex- 
Communists to c I e a r Hollywood 
personalities. There are no high 
priests in this unorganized anti­ 
communist effort. Nobody can tell 
you or me what to believe about 
anyone. Therefore, when motion 
picture people use fixers and clear­ 
ers, they are only adding insult to 
error. 
There should be no vindictiveness 
and smallness of heart in all this.
